the once proud German high command. 

Brought to Marahal Gregory Zhuljov's headquarters ii 
devastated Gennan capital, he aigiicd the fornuil ratificntion 
of Germany's unconditional surrender. , 

The document was more or less identical in terms to that 
signed at Reims on Monday morning, with certain additione 
rcquoated by the Russians defining more closely the details 
of the surrender of German troops and equipment.

VOICE OF GERMANY 
Wo are too close to Adolf Hltlcf's tompca- 
tuoiis career, and we lack too many essential 
data, to attempt nny objective and (Innl ap- 
praisal of wJiot nintle the Sunny little pnper- 
Jmnger Into the^most hnted figure In world 
history. 

One possible explanntlon comes to mind, as 
wc think back over tlie past 15 years. And to 
the extent that we accept this explanation. 
It may help us to dcnl wisely with Uio relch 
so 03 to avert a World war III, \ 

Let's grant that Hitler had much yiore In- 
telligence or ciinnlng than we used to sup- 
pose. By all means, we can concede hla Inor- 
dinate talent for demngeguery and we do pro- 
claim the profundity of hla- depravity, With 
all these, no man could have led an unwilling 
people In^o some of the cxceasca into which 
the Germans followed or accompanied, tlielr 
fuehrer. 

This suBgesta that Hitler nevci; was. In fact, 
the leader of Germany so much as ho was the 
highly articulate voice for the basest Instincts 
of a nation that was, on the whole, willing and 
anxloiia to be led into war, atrocities, racial 
pogroms, anti-rellglon. 

In thla theory Hitler could be compared to 
a firebrand In a mob. Every member la anx- 
ious to commit an Illegal. Immoral act, but for 
the moment they are restrained by sonic ves- 
tiges of superficial decency, or perhaps by 
vague fear of the consequences, or even by 
the mild Inertia of habitual docility. The fire- 
brand climbs onto a convenient tree stump, 
and scarifies the mob's passlonrf' until de- 
cency, caution and Inertia vanish. The mob 
does what It wants to do. 

No Hitler c{mld have led or forced Ameri- 
cana, In thcmSsa, to do what the Germans as 
ft people have done with little protest. It does 
not seem probable that any Hitler could have 
Induced the Germans to. do such thipgs If 
they had possessed ony deep-seated toler- 
ance, any genulna love of peace and good 
will. 

Hitler, Himmler, Goerlng and Goebbels can 
bo taken as symbols of ^ what we know as 
nazlsm. Butjustasin the beelnntng thoy w5Te 
the tools of ostensibly respectable Junkers 
and Industrialists,, BO in the end they were the 
personification of the unmorallty of a nation 
that, even now, thinks' ihe'worst thing It has 
done la lose the war. 

When we are deciding how to deal wUh mil- 
lions o"f Germans too unimportant Md nu- 
merous to be tried as war criminals— with 
millions of Germans who now claim they 
didn't know what was going on across the 
road in horror camps— let's remember that 
Adolf Hitler at his worst probably was only 
the tUc voice of a very dangerous people.
